Promising and Perfibrming:. 

If the people of British Columl)iii ImJ 
not nlroftily leariicd to esliinato the ililTor- 
enoe botween proinising and perfoiniing, 
there might be some danger Of falling in- 
to the error of Buppoiing that the policy 
of the nsTT Ministrjr inaugurates the mil- 
lennium. Expononce lias taught the 
people, however, that Ministerial promises 
are too often, liko pie-crust, made to bo 
broken. In ao far as fair promisos an? 
concarnod,the lato admini.strfttion -vvas not 
defloiant; and had thero been anything 
liko a corresponding performing, tlio 
country ■would, in all probability, never 
have nought a change. The new Govern- 
ment boats the old in the matter of pro- 
mifling. The public will profer to wait 
to SCO in wimt manner and to what extent 
these promiaos are to bo fulfilled. The 
measures promised by the now Ministry 
are, for the most part, sucli as wo liavu 
no disposition to object to, seeing thoy 
aro the measures of this journal. But it 
is one thing to take up measures in them- 
selves popular and good, and it is another 
to carry them out in such a manner as to 
benefit the country. Take, for inntaiici), 
the question of retrenchment. It has li>ng 
been urged in those columns thatuinviu-dw 
of forty thousand dollars might bo Havod 
■without impairing the efficiency of the 
jjublic service. But a blundering and 
ill-considered reduction to that extent 
might evolve conditions even les.i fiivor- 
abie to general woUbeing tban existing 
prodigality. Or, take the fee system. 
Those familiar with the varying circum- 
stances and multiform wants of the coun- 
try will readily understand ■with how 
much care and circumspection the new 
principle munt bo made to take the place 
of the old. Such measures aa those re- 
lating to lands and minerals will doubt- 
less receive that careful consideration at 
the hands of members to which their im- 
portance entitles thom;moanwhilo, wo aro 
glad to find that our suggestion that pre- 
emptors should be allowed to occupy by 
an agent is to be adopted. In so far as 
tho promi.sed achomo for the Clniving 
Dock is concerned, ■vvo confess to gnwe 
misgivings; yet it would scarcely be fair 
to ask others to share in doubts about a 
scheme yet unfolded. Tho proposition to 
inereaso the number of jjortfolios and to 
raise the number of Ministers to seven is 
on* which is not likely to bo popular with 
the rate-payers, however far it might 
commend itself to aspiring members. Tho 
first is to he accomplished, the country is 
told, "without costing a single dollar to 
th« revenue." What is really meant by 
tliis statement it is difficult to say. If it 
moans, as wo suspect, a mere "robbing of 
Peter to pay Paul," it was idle to make it. 
If it means what the words ■would fairly 
imply, then must we oongi-atulate the 
country upon possessing a Governuu nt 
with rare financial gifts. If one niiglit 
judge from last year's experience, three 
Ministers ought to be abundantly fiulVi- 
oient to do all that is to lie done: fcir it 
will be remenibf-rod that tho three heads 
of departments had no lack of time to 
frisk about tho country. Tho projiosi- 
tion to increase the number of Ministers 
to seven is of a still more serious n.iture. 
involving, as it docs, constitutional ccjn- 
siderations of vital import. It is, donlit- 
less, in some respects desirable that the 
countr3' should possess a strong Govern- 
ment. But if, by a strong Government 
is intondod tho idea of men^ nu- 
merical strength, one niu.st ([Ufstion 
the soundness of the jirojiosition. .\s 
a Mainland contcnipoi'.-iry has so woU ex- 
pressed it, "however (l(\',irul)le it niuy be 
to have a strong Government, it is not 
desirable to make it so strong as to v.eak- 
en in any degree the chock imposed by its 
responsibility to tho ])eo])le by rendci ing 
that res])onsil)ility l(;ss real and less felt." 
That a Ministry of seven in a House nf 
twenty-five would bo a strong (i(]V(n'U- 
ment at the ex[)onso of a \vo;Lk House a])- 
pears to bo scarcely open to question. 
One cannot well imagine a Cabipct Minis- 
ter with less than one follower; although 
we would not liko to voiioh that such a 
political anomaly dof-s not in-osfnt itself 
in tho present Cabinet. Tako a .Ministry 
of seven, give only one follow(>r to each, 
and wo should have a solid ^^ini^tl■rial 
party of fourteen on thc^ ri;;ht of^Ir. 
Speaker, with a corporal's gmu-d i;f ten 
left to fight tho battles of the p -oj lr. Uu! 
it would be al)surd to ansign to an^- Min- 
istry so small a following as an !\\-i'vi\;yf 
of one apiece; and it must bo obvious 
that a Ministry of seven in a llnuso of 
twenty-five would bo strong onoi;;;h to 
trample upon tlie con.stitutional rj'.',iits of 
tho people ami continue to liold ollice 
cijntrary to the public will, fn fift any 
increase to tho number of Ministers, un- 
accompanied liy a corresponding merca'-i; 
in tho number of members of tho Logis- 
gislature, would be subversive of the 
people's rights and would ondnnger the 
constitution. If the number of IMin- 
isters now provided for l)y tho con- 
stitution cannot command a worliin^' 
majority in a House of t wiMity-tive. there 
must bo some vital defect about them; 
and it would not bo in tho interest of the 
country to bolster them up by increasinff 
their numbers. To make tho House weak 
in order to make the ( !(j\ ornnient strong 
would be an uiiwiso and most dungi-^rous 
experiment; and it is, indeed, question- 
able how far a Government that wo\ild 
thus seek to plnco itself practically be- 

?'ond the reaoli of popular opinion — above 
ha constitution, as it were, is deserving 
of potilio confidence.

The hon. moAor eulogized the Sir. Tamos 
Douglas and its ofHeors, but complained 
of the frequency with which the boat was 
withdrawn from tho service to tho very 
great injurv^ find aiinoyaneo of the set- 
tlers. If tile Dominion Government can- 
not do the work properly they should 
snbsidize a steamer to do it. 

Mr. Booth seconded. 

IMr. llobson concurred in what had 
been naid by tho hon. mover. The time 
had come when it was unfair that a Gov- 
ernment steamer should be run in conqjo- 
tition with private enterprise. Tho mat- 
ter only required to be brought fairly be- 
fore the Dominion Government to insure 
a remedy, and no difliculty would be ex- 
perienced in making arrangenunits with 
private parties, the rates of freight and 
passage to bo fixed by tlio tornis of con- 
tract. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos concurred in the 
remarks of the hon. gentleman for Nanai- 
mo, and the resolution was passed.

Appalling: Fate. 

On Saturday Geo. H. Drew and Henry 
C. Smith went to work out into the Fox 

Hunter's Waterman Woods, or Snake 
Dens, about eiglit miles west of Olnoy- 
ville Island, to clio]) wood for William 
H. Mathowson. Tho men did not return 
on Saturday night, and wcro searched for 
on Saturday, but without success. About 
.5 p. m. on Monday they were found lying 
dead under an immense rock, estimated to 
wi.'igh over four tons. They wore both 
scon at work in the woods on Saturday, 
and frnni .ippearanees had eaten tho din- 
ners tliey carried with them, and continued 
to work until nearly dark. About 5 o'clock 
as uoar as can now bo told, they had built 
a firo against an ovorUanging rock nearby 
to warm themselves' before going homo, 
as Saturday was a raw, cold day. This 
rock was rent by a seam; and tho hc.at of 
the fire exi)anded that portion of it nearest 
to the two men, and it becamo detached and 
fell over upon them as tlioy sat by tho fire, 
probably without tho least warning notice. 
Smith was instantly killed, hia head and 
liody being crushed directly under the 
rock. Drew was caught liy one log which 
was terribly mangled, and hisscalp nearly 
torn from his head, but was not instantly 
killed. Though one hand was useless 
with tho other he had cut the boot and 
stocldng fr<^m hi3_right foot,, and torn the 
inanglod limlj froiQ, bp^ath tho rock, but 
the weight of the rock romainod on his 
body, jiressing out his life, while its heat- 
ed surface must have literally roasted his 
llesh. He bore his torture until, realizing 
his helples.s situation, without hope of 
relief, he took his axe by its head, and 
deliberatly cut the great artery in the side 
of tho neck with ite sharp edge, and thus 
bled himself to death in a few minutes. 
The ])rints of his bloody lingers wore 
dried on the axe whon it was found. Smith 
was recently employed in Boston as a 
j(>weller, but was burned out by the late 
Are. He was 25 years old. Drew was 35 
yeai-s (dd and was expecting his wife and 
child to arrive soon. Both were of New 
Hampshire.
